The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is related to speech recognition system and more particularly to the 
maintaining and use of voice user interface features of mobile devices. The claims are 
allowed as the result of the amendment and in light of the associated remark, 
particularly the claims are allowed because Comerford doesn't teach where the user 
profile comprises a voice interaction dialog including a speech recognition verification 
related settings as recited in the claims.
